The area around the Kremlin in 
central Moscow Is known to be 
heavily defended. ■ 

Both Sokolov and Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, were atten- 
ding a Warsaw Pad meeting In East 
Berlin when Rust buzzed the 
Kremlin. They returned to Moscov/ 
•on Friday. 

The Politburo said Koldunov, head 
of Ihc air defense forces, was fired . 
"for»f)egllgcncc and lack of organiza- 
tion in cutting short the (plane's 
flight), lack of due control over the 
actions of Ihc anti-aircraft forces."

Caspar 
Weinberger to report within seven 
days on plans to pul American flags 
on 11 Kuwaiti tankers and to defend 
the vessels. 

Reagan's aides said he would sign 
the -bills, thereby averting for the 
. time being the formal Invocation of 
"the War Powers Act. That act, pass- 
ed in 1973 after the Vietnam War. 
curbs the president's powers to send 
troops Into confllsl. 

Pentagon officials said they were 
preparing plans to move an aircraft 
carrier and an .advanced Aegis 
cruiser into the region; but neither 
Reagan nor his aides have spelled 
— out -exacUy what steps they would • 
lake if Iran attacks vessels sailing 
under U.S. Navy prolccllon. 

While the first of the Kuwaiti 
-tankers could tre reflagged as early 
as Wednesday, Assistant Sccrcta^- . 
of Defense Richard Armitage said 
— the ship was In Europe arid the_U.S.- . 
Navy would not begin escorting the 
vessels for several weeks.

The wild and wonderful story of 
Rust's 420-miIc odyssey from Scan- 
dinavia to Moscow In a Cessna 172 
aircraft delighted the West German 
population and news media. 

Rust's derrlng-do was not so 
cheerfully received In the Soviet 
Union, where' Defense Minister, 
Sergei L. Sokolov and Chief ItTarshal 
Alexander Koldunov, head of Soviet 
air defenses,, were removed' Satur- 
day after the Politburo lashed the 
military .for letting Rust pass 
through hundreds of mijes of Soviet 
airspace unimpeded. 


Most maJor-Wcsl-Germnn. news- 
papers featured Rust’s exploits on 
page one. Blld ran a huge 
photograph of the Cessna plane 
"landing" In Red Square, noting only^ 
in passing that it was a photo mon- 
tage. ' 

An Opinion survey by the Wlckert 
Institute asked 2,055 Gei^naos of 
voting describe their. initial 

Tcocllon to, jews of the sensational 
Red Square landing. 

“Laughing, joy," sold 79 percent of 
respondents, according to Wlckert. 

— Tn a front-page report. Blld quoted 
a Soviet reporter, ‘Anthony Louis, 
snylng a Soviet policeman used hand 
signals to guide Rust to his landing 
ncxl to the Kremlin wall. 

Bild said Rust •"'Waved en- 
thuslasllcally , to astounded 
Muscovites ns hc^imbed down from 
the Cessna. He signed autographs, 
distributed peace leaflets and shook 
' hands with Moscow children, it said. 
Soviet authorities did not move in 
al first because they thought Rust 
was part of a film or publicity stunt, 
Bild said. After two hours. passed. 
Rust finally was arrested, the paper

The president anno'uriced the 
broad outlines of the plan In his 
weekly radio address, delivered from 
the presidential ' retreat at Camp 
David, Md., and Attorney General 
Edwin Mecse spelled out some of the 
details Ih a separate statement. 

Mecse said the Customs Service 
would be the lop federal agency on 
drag fntcrdlcllon. a move designed 
to end friction between customs 


agents and the Coast Guard as both 
fight the war against narcotics, 
smugglers. 

Mecse, chairman of the National 
Drug Policy Board that was created 
by the president In March, ^Id the 
Customs Service and Coast Guard 
have signed a memorandum pledg- 
ing to "work closely with each other 
In the national Interest." 

He said Ihe Customs Service will , 

be_lhe. lcnd_agcncy m. battling drug 

smuggling on land arid the Coast 

•Guard-will combat-smuggling on-the 

seas. The ‘two agencies would share 
activities for air lntcrdlctJonj^..he 
said. 

Mecse said Customs would be the 
lead agency overall for Intercepting 
dru^' smugglers; wltli Ui6 coast 
Guard acting as principal deputy.

: TWIN FALLS - Wading Into the eUilcal 
dilemma nine months ago, Mo^c Vallqr 
Regional Medical Center became mired in

(resuscitating) a person whose renewal was 
not made than wc arc for honoring a DNR." - 

MVRMC’s proposed policy, would have 
kept a DNR order In force ns long as death 
was imminent. Only . after ' the patient- 
regained his health would the DNR order 
lapse and have to be renewed, said hospital 
counsclKcnt Taylor. 

Hieronymus and Martlnscn each said their 
hospitals ‘‘did not count hflW many DNRs 
have been honored In the past three ^enrs.

"You often see with in-stage 
diseases where there are caring 
notes in the record" indicating .what 
resuscitation should be attempted, 
Martlnsen said. "These specifics 
must be documented by the physi- 
cian In charge." 

Martinseh and Hieronymus each 
sold their hospital's policy allows on- 
ly written .!DNR orders, which 
MVRMC's proposed policy also re- 
quired. And Fry said JCAH require- 
ments ask only (or DNR orders 
recorded on a patient’s medical 
record. 

But Emery argued that all doctore 


who regularly treat terminally ' 111 
patients would want .the luxury of 
phoning in a DNR. He criticized the 
Blo^mcdlcal Ethics ' Committee's 
policy for not betng drafted by inttf- 
nlsts or others experienced id 
treating dying pattchls. 

I^cal doctors' perspectives were 
uhsvallable for this story because 
pertinent doctors did not return 
phone calls Friday. Drs. Emery. In- 
.tcrnlst .and board member; John 
Howar, president of' medical staff; 
Harry Brumbach, chairman o( Bio- 
medical Ethics Committee;; and 
Ronald Miciak, ccMhairmaa -of 
Critical Care 'Committee who prac- 
tices Internal -medicine, each failed 
to return calls Friday. 

Dave Sllbernagel, chl£7 of the 
hospital's ambulance, department, 
declined comment on the Impact of a 
DNR policy In his field until Monday, 
after he's had a chance to consult 
with' the hospital's communications 
department.

The crowd at the Niagara Springs water bearing on 
‘^ursday might have struck some as ,a bit unus^ 
with its heavy concentration of senior citizens, many 
of them longtime Magic Valley residents. 

There were no tree-hugging eco-freaks from Ket- 
' chum or the Earth First! organization here, pn>- 
testing further degredation of a once-pristine Snake 
River spot. 

Perhaps such folks, who are quick to defend the 
PioneersXand the White Clouds, doubt .there’s 
anything MoWirHlere on the desert to protect 

• anymore. ' - 

Looking into the Snake River Canyon downstream 
from Twm Falls, you can’t blame them tor thoughts 
like thaT. Virt u ally qve y aq uifer outflow is harnessed. 
Fish farming ponds are everywhere,' and trout out- 
wash water — although it supposedly meets Eo-' 
vlronmental Protection Agency standards — flows^ 
directly into the Snake. — . 

Sometimes, it takes older people, many of whom 
are beyond selfishness and greed,, to say to a com- 
munity, "wait a minute, look at what you’re doing to 
your heritage, your history.!’ 

Older people have the perspective tof time. They 
•can appreciate the past. They have the benefit of 
nostalgia. They see.: things change and th^ can 
assess whether that change means genume-plS^IDess, 
or, whether it does not. And they are not afraid to say 
whait they think. 

Take a moment and read the testimony from 
Robert Lunte^f of, Buhl, printed at right on this page 
today. 

Canyon water developments, he says, "have chip- 
ped away at or massively attacked what were once 
Beautiful natural water resources until at present

Now, Fairchild's crops in the 
Oakley Basin arc growing vigorously 
again. Rain has been falling forjwo 
weeks on his farm ot the foot ol the 
Albion Mountains. And, for the lime 
being. Mill Creek Is coursing with li- 
quid life. 

''We'll probably gel a crop of hay 
now,!’ Fairchild says. “U won't be 
anything great, but it's o lot better 
than It would have been before."

After dose to tw o months' with 
less than one-half inch of rain, the 
sktes' have opened.

Just over P.-i- Inches of rain 
have fallen, said Bill Galkin, officer- 
in charge of the National Weather 
Service agricultural office at 
Kimberly. 

Bufraln also has varied greatly in 
different locations. Cassia County 
Extension Agent Richard Garrard 
estimates moisture has ranged be- 
tween 1 inch-dnd 5 inches during the 
past two weeks in his county, with 
greatest amounts in mountains. He 
pegs averagd rain at a wet Z'k in- 
ches. ' 

The tlmlnfe' — not the amount — of 
rainfall has troubled Magic Valley 
farmers this year. Total precipita- 
tion since Jan. 1 has been 30 percent 
above normal, However, • "We nor- 
mally don't-go Uirough 20 or 30 days 
of spring without rain," Galkin said. 

But the major problem has been 
dry conditions high above.lhe floor of

Bavadra said he did not thlnKf the ar- 
my officer who stormed Into Parliament 
with a handful of men nay 14 planned the 
overthrow himself. 

- "I think many people were part of this 
(the coup).” Bavadra sold. “Looking back, 
it was a very wcU-orchcstratcd move. And it 
’ wasn't only him (the armv officer). He was 
part of that movement. He was being used 
by this movement to stage the coup." 

/The officer. Col. Sltivcnl Rabuka, has said 
he planned and executed the overthrow to 
I stop violence between Fiji's t\vo main ethnic 
groups - Indians and Indigenous Fijians — 
and to keep political power In the hands of 
' the Fijians. 

In April elections. Bavadra’s Labor Parly 

• <defeated the Alliance Party-led by Ralu Sir 
Kamlcscse Mara, an cthnic Filian who had 
been prime minister- since Independence 
from Britain in 1970. Bavadra, an ethnic Fi- 
jian. named Fiji's first government 
dominated by Indians, who slightly out- 
numbercthnic Fijians. 

- "Il's becoming clearer and clearer every 
day that it was an Alliance plot." said 
B^adra, 52, wearing a gray short-sleeve 
sHlrt and a tan sulu, the traditional sarong- 
style garment favored by Fijian men. He did 
not provide any dclails to back up the 
charge. 

^^s to whether Mara could have been in- 
volved in such a plot, Bavadra, who is also 
an ethnic Fijian,^sald, "Although there Is no 
evidence, I think there are vcry. very strong 
feelings that he was part oMt." 

Mara has denied any rote in the coup. 

' Following the overthrow, Rabuka tried to 
form his own government, but eventually 
agreed lo Join a cai’clakcr administration 

• headed by Governor General Ralii Sir 
Penoia Ganilau, the representative of Queen 
Elizabeth II in this Commonwealth nation, a 
former British colony. 

Mara and Rabuka both serve in the in- 
terim government.

Despite 'his assertions that Rabuka xUd 
not stage the coup himself. Bavadra ac- 
knowledged the army colonel holds a greai 
deal of power. '

portfolio that has been given to Rtibulra — 
the army and the police — which at ibis 
point' in time is the most important becanse 
of the enforcement of law and order. 11 
makes me feej; that he's th^-one that is in 
control," said Bayadra. 

Bavadra worked for 30 years ior.the gov- 
ernment as a family planning expert before 
launching his political career. His an- 
tl-nudcar views and plans to steer Fiji on a 
non-aligned course differed sharply train 
Mara's pro-Westem policies. 

Asked how he was treated while* under 
house arrest, Bavadra shared a lau^ with 
his wife, several of his 11 children and lour 
supporters gathered in his ItvtngToam. 

"U was the first time 1 was under house 
arrest, ' and therefore I can’t compare 
whether that particular house.orresl -was, 
better than a previous one.'^Bavadra Joked. - 

Turning serious, he said, "There was 
harassment. There, was that ihreal all 
.aroundus.” 

Bavadra and members of his Cabinet w«re' ' 
held for six days by armed soldiers, then set 
free. 

Despite the overthrow. Bavadra displayed 
optimism for the future. He has organized a 
Iwo-day-a-wcek strike among the Indian 
community, which controls commerce. The 
Indians arc descended from.. laborers -who 
were brought to FIJI by me liriii^' 
tury ago. 

Bavadra has also appealed to ^^1^ 
Supreme Court to declare his admJ 
tlon the legal government. 

. Bavadra said his best chance of rel 
to power is by winning the next elections, 
which have not yet been scheduled. 

"In the end. wc will get back Is

TWIN FALLS - The Russian 
wheat a'phid. a pest spreading rapid- 
ly across the east side of the 
■Rockies, might move into Idaho 
grain fields this summer and is likely 
to arrive in 1958. agricultura! ex- 
perts say. •' 

The small green aphid can cause 
severe damage to wheat and other 
small grain crops such as barley, 
said Robert Stoltz, entomologist for 
-the University of Idaho’s 
_Coopcratlve _ Extension Service- at- 
• TwlnTallsi Iasi week.’ 

Researchers already are watching 
for advance signs of the pest and 
farmers also should check their 
fields, he warned. Fields with cir- 
cular patches of twisted, contorted 
wheal and whll'c or purple streaking 
in the leaves could be Infested. 

- The Russian wheat- aphid -ap- 
parently entered Texas from Mexico 
in 1985 or 19SG. Within a year, it bad 
fanned as far north as eastern 
Wyoming, where, reports now in- 
dicate 75 percent of fields infested, 
Stollzsaid. 

Officlals-ln Colorado reported $13.2 
million damage done -by the aphid 
between April and harvest last year, 
said Guy Bishop. U! extension 
research entomologist . at Parma. 
The figure includes costs of treating 
fields.

MOS^O^TlAP) - It’s the smallest and 
fastest computer chip ever dcvjscd and proud 
researchers say it. spells credibility for the 
University of Idaho’s Microelectronics 
Research Center. 

The center signed a licensing agreement this 
-month with Ampex Corp.. n leading manufac- 
turer of professional television equipment and 
data recorders. 

Ampex did not release the contract’s worth. 

Gary Maki, the. electrical cpglnecrlng pro- 
fessor who with assistant pfofcssor-P^Vfl^lcy 
designed Ul’s first supci^st computer e^psr 
said the Ampex deal wilt provide the univcnslly 
with licensing fees,' product development 
money, three years of research monc^and 
royalties... ' 

in return, Maki's research tcaoVwill provide 
a chip set that detects and corrects errors In 
video and data recordings at previously im- 
possible speeds. 

Video recorders protected by UI computer 
chips will provide sharper, television pictures. 
Data recorders will provide error-free facts 
and figures. 

Maki and Owsley’s first computer chips, 
designed for the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, solve 1 billion problems 
a second, >Thc chips' he has promised Ampex 


will be 1.5 limes faster and seven times 
smaller. 

"This chip set will occupy 2 square inches.” 
‘said Kirk Handley, project engineer at Ampex. 
"The very smallest I've designed in the past 
occupied hundreds of square Inches." 

"What wc have here is a technical-step for- 
ward of several orders- of magnitude.” added 
Handley, who said Ampex will sell the UI chips 
to the major television networks and to other 
companies that mnnufactufihlata recorders. 

Ampex also wilt Incorporate (he UI chips In 
Tilglwpcrformancc data and inslnimenlatlon 
recorders it sells lo the govemmenL An Ampex 
rccor^ with UI error correction may some- 
day stohe informalion beamed from a NASA 
satellite equipped with the original set of UI 
error-correction chips, he said. 

. The first tiny computer chips designed and 
manufactured for NASA replaced more than 
2,000 chips running 80 times slower. Those chips 
will help NASA beam information from carlh- 
■orblting satellites through lightning storms 
and space dust. 

The l^ASA chips could transmit all the In- 
formation'in'Urs“lib'rary.''and"correct“any"cr-- 
rors in 20 hours, OwsIeV said. The Ampex chips 
would cut that lo 14- hours. And. while NASA 
needs seven chips to decode and correct 


transmissions. Ampex will need but one. . 

Ul's microelectronics lab is lucked into the 
basement of the old engineering building. Mo * 
more- than a dozen ^Kcialists are oo Mail’s 
staff. They are successful, he said, because 
there is no “selfish ambition." 

-UI was the only university bidding on the 
Ampex contract. Its biggest -competitor. 
Handley said. wasSony Corp. of Japan. 

The contiact was an enormous boost for the 
engineers and mathemcticians working in that 
urb^ment. Owsley said. 

"When you have a premier electronics com- 
pany like-Ampex give you hard money, then 
you are for real.” Owsley explained. 

Richard Callahan, prcsidoit of the Idaho- 
Research Foundation' and the university of- 
ficial who negotiated the Ampex license 
agreement, said 40 percent of the income from 
the license fee and royalties will go to the 
research foundation. 40 percent to Maki’s team 
and 20 percent to Ul’s Department of Elec- 
trical Engineering. 

The arrangement is fair. Owsley said, 
because a chip-dcsi^ team working in private 
In dustry — would —not — re ceive any — royallies: — 
Private-industry engineers, however, said Maki 
and company could easily triple their salaries 
by leaving academia for industry.
